Take Steps to Organize and 


Equip Naval Militia for 


Emergency. 


Washington, April i — The firing 
;quadron is to remain in Hampton 
loads, for the present at least. This 
announcement was made by Secretary 
Long and set at rest the reports whicli 
iad been current, throughout the day 
that a movement of the equadron was 
miaiBent. 
The secretary stated that tee depart- 


ment believed that the present ren- 
dezvous of the squadron was the most 
available one frcta which the 
ships 


under Commodore Schiey could oper- 
ate la carrying out the purpose tor 
•which it was formed, thai is, the pro- 
tection of the north Atlantic seaboard. 


The flying squadron will be com- 


pleted with the arrival of the Minne- 
apolis at Hampton J>-^(lg; and then 
the swiftest grcup of -."arships 'ever 
gathered :n one command wi!) be as- 
sembled under Commodore SclUey's 
flag. 


Supplementing the action. tak«a by 


the 
navy department in requesting 


governors of states to drill and equip 
the naval militia so as to be ready for 
any emergency, Assistant Secretary- 
Roosevelt seat letters to the governors 
of those seacoast states not having 
such organizations to take steps loot- 
US to the formation of naval militia, 
so far as H is possible under the state 
laws. 


It is hoped by the naval officials that 


each of these states will be enabled 
to promptly acquiesce in the -depart- 
ment's request and be prepared to as- 
sist in the naval auxiliary work. 
Those coast states not having naval 
militia organizations are Maine. New 
Sampshire, Delaware, Texas and Ala- 
bama.
